THE AMERICAN JOCKEY RECORD. 



Yesterday at Ingleside Tod Sloan revenged 
himself on his San Francisco detractors, atoned 
for the E. Come incident, and performed a 
really noteworthy feat of jockeyship by riding 
the winners of five straight races. He had no 
mount in the first race. 

But good as Sloan’s performance was, it is 
not the record of winning mounts. That is an 
honor that belongs to “Monk” Overton. July 
10, 1891, when he was really a jockey of high 
r^hk, Overton rode Gorman, Poet Scout, Guido, 
Philora, Balgowan and Take Notice to victory 
over the Washington Park track. His record 
of six winning mounts that day was achieved 
by good judgment, good placing and masterly 
finishing. It is still the high mark for emula- 
tion by the jockeys of this country and day. 
Overton did not ride in the second race that 
day. All of the others he won.
